1. Sewee-returned to ^est Berlin on 1/ Mav 1951 after having made 
the trip from Slegmar-SchOnau to Stralsund sitting in the front sea t of 
a truck driven by a Russian soldi er, fir°t name Nikdlai, whom Cambio 
has known for some time, Nikolai promised to transport Cambio and Cambio l& 
for two bottles of schnapps and one wrist watch which Cambio bought in 
West Berlin for 12.50. As stated in rerort, the drivers do not know their 
destination when they leave Chemnitz other than assuming that i t is to be 
a Baltic port. If all le-trae what Cambio states about trip is actually 
true. I should say that he has a fairly good eye and line of mularkev for 
keeping himself out of trouble. l ?e had hoped to be able to get so*"e *ashpd 
ore from the was' ing unit (ObJ 1/9*) in Johanngeorpenstadt over Pfinps^en, 
but his subsource there, a guard, was not on duty as planned. At anv rate, 
he thinks that he will be able to get a sample of this washed ore; also ^xrects 
to get one of the metal tags which are nailed to the canisters. As he sees 
things now, he assumes that the ore is washed in Johannpeorgenstadt (as ^ell 
as other washing units manned exclusivelv by Soviets), sMmed bv tr^ck 
to Siegmar-Schdnau with the tags canisters soldered shut and tagged. Although 
we have no way of knowing vet, it seems unlikelv that the crates are orened 
and the ore further treated in SI egmar-Schdnau. ^he ’ast time that the 
Germans handle the canisters is, for example, outside of the »fta*Rg w*sM n g 
unit in Johanngeorgenstadt where Germans load t^em into the trucks. n >ien *h®v 
arrive In Siegmar-SchOnau they are unloaded by Soviet rer^o-nel he^ond ~Mch 
we presumably know nothing except that thev later ^avp -iegmar f>honau in 
trucks for the Baltic coast or in sea^d cars for unknown destination, ^or that 
reason, it seems like the dext step TogicaVy to send Cambio e$ to HJstenhrand, 
outside of Siegmar Schdnau (west), "hich Is the freight station for *'isTrut. 

As Cambio understands it, box cars from other Oh^ekte eeme-*e arrive at 
VTistenbBand from which they are sMrred on a siding into the enclosed area 
of Vi smut in Viegmar-SchOnau . Box car* that ’ eave Siegmar-SchOnau usually 
come out sealed to Vtlstenbrand . On each *ide og the box car is a bill of 
lading which contains the following information

According to Cambio, the word Erz does not appear as the freight? he states 
that Phorphyrlt stands for Erz II, Basalt stands for Erz III *hlle he does 
not yet know what the cover material for Erz I (ass T ing f he^e is Fr2 I in 
Wismut) is. The efore I propse seeding him to Viistenbrand for a few davs to 
see for himself ho?' the shipping there ~orks and also to trv to recruit 
a sub-source in thfcs railroad freight station to snhrl t thp data on f rain 
numbers, number of cars, i*hther sealed or not and ’’^at stands on the hills 
of "adlng. 

2. On 26 May 1951 comes his comrade Cambio^, a driver w>>o drives in is 
own vehicle Siviet personnel around on inspection trips t.o various Ob.lekte and 
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to Karlshorst. He supposedly has quite e few Siegmar-Schdnau telephone 
numbers, pictures of Soviet officers. A - any rate, T -ould like to debrief 
him and assign him some low-level targets on personnel changes etc i r he seems 
capable. Ok to talk with him? 



3. In about a month 1 s time Cambio seers to have organized th e fi<v~ of 
information on transport units on a continuing basis. On each installation 
his sub-sources are covering, he has persona' lv checked for a da^ or two 
but makes it a point of srecifving ^hat he himself ^as seen and *"hat has 
been submitted to him by his various sub-s unices. The information received 
is not high-level, being mostly numbers of vehicles and trafn box ear* 
with some approximation of their contents. C j m 11.1 be able to o^eck 
t’^ese figures and s at.istics arainst other 4 n f nrma w on *0 give ms some 
idea of Cambio^ reliability. Cambio ^as been made to understand hrv ever 
that Siegmar-Schdnau is the rain target and given an inkling that -e are 
somewhat interested In eventually effecting some sabotage, no* on a 

pit to pit basis, hut on a more telling scale when -e find out weak 1 inks 
in the Vi smut program. 

4. On his sabotage activities I have ascertained the following storv. 

In 1949 he was pilfering Targe amounts of paper from v 'j strut in Johann- 
georgenstadt and supplying it to one Otlnther Ostermann, a young Latin 
schoolteacher in the hlghschool t v "ere, who was printing anti -cormuni st 
pamphlets for an LDP resistance group w^ich called itself "Anti-Cominform" . 

In August of the same year Ostermann was arrested and Interrogated and 
since disappeared. Later, after Cambio left, Cambio’s *ife was interrogated 
bv the SSD and asked if she knew t^at her husband had been supplying 
Ostermann with the paper for t ese pamphlets. Ostermann however was 

also mixed up in sabotage activities. Cambio stole dvrpmibe(he ^as the 
secufcity engineer for a number of rits) and blew up six shaft to*e-s 
(FOrterturme) at Sachsen bei Georgental, MeschegrtUi and Zobbes. u is 
collaborators were Ostermann, Cambio? and Cambio lg . He does not know 
how much Ostermann was broken but since the other Cambios are still around 
he thinks it is all right, Vhen >e vas arrested In November 194°, 

Yevduchenko (mentioned in a Cambio ^eport) ^ead out a sentence of 25 "ears 
forced labor to Cambio for economic sabotage and stealing dxplos’ves. 

There was no mention made of the use of ^he explosive s in the fcou-t orde^. 

On that same evening Cambio was taken to Czechs’! ovadla, rut in a private 
house under no gua^d and lat^r visited bv an ? ovlet officer -ho took Is 
money to be changed into Kronen and informpd Cambio that v e ^o^ld ’earn of 
Lis new work the following day. A r tcr -he Soviet officer left, CamMo *1d 
^ too— for Vest Berlin. Vlien arriving K ero % he ^ead the r irst account ^ 

’ that Pit # 57 in Johanngeor enstadt ' ad undergone a exrlndon 

killing a huge number of people. Accord! nr *o Ca-Mo he himself organl zed 
this sabotage action v ich was ver" simple «?ince the Soviet to save cab 1 © 
had run one t roujh instead of around a po^d«r magazine wv>p<n e ail the 
mining explosives stored. It was no f ea-v *0 place '•ome explosive 

by the cable which rhen it eated up rassed on*o t v e rodder magazine -hi eh 
exploded killing "only 56 people"— arid a good *’*<nf *00 r ince tv pv -e e 
all wjth one exception SED activltsts, -h*-e ' arpen to he arv 
accounts of this explosion, I -ou 7 d like to <?ee t v 'em. r or ^he time being, 
let’s keep him in mind r or possible sabota e wo^k in ’his field.

I have not warmed up to this idea for a number of reasons -hich can be 
summed up the risk is not -orth -he uncertain 'n r o^T f 1on or even 'eads he 
might collect in Siegmar-SchOnau. He u as been around that war*- -eck 
woods since 1945 and though he claims he can dispilse Mmself -i th a di^fe^ent 
aircut and by means of a raraffin in ection in ! is nnse, T ^e^ain dubious. 

. hlnk *hat he should now be used in ’"UStenbrand and r^en saved r or later 
In the meantime di ecting his sub-sources. 

6. Fe^haps *-e can c^eck his statement that ^e. a r t c r ruch ~pr«uaslon, con- 
ducted one Ma v -or VasiM Ko rf% ner, a Soviet * T ew and CJtv '’omrandant of 
Altenburg over the border on 21 October 1 and presumes t^at Xo^r.er is 
now in Munich. 
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
